CIO President Philip Murray said 
that this joint council would “in- 
still greater mutual confidence” in 
the members of the CIO and APL. 

Murray explained that this was 
the answer of the CIO to the pro- 
posal of the AFL Executive Coun- 
cil for immediate negotiation to re- 
establish organic unity in the labor 
movement. 

The CIO head pointed out that 
the joint council in the board reso- 
lution could discuss organization 
unity as Well as any other subject.

® Pierre Laval, Hitler's puppet charged with 
the exploitation of the French people in the 
interests of the Axis, has just announced a 
new program for the further enslavement 


of the population. It is a program of indus- 
trial medievalism. 

In ordering 1,300 French factories closed 
down in order to “liberate” French workers 
for work in mines and on farms of Nazi Ger- 
many, Laval has helped to effect an elaborate 
system of slave labor. 

This latest action is proof that when the 
Nazis conquer a country they conquer it in 
a “new” way, for it means conquest that is 
political, economic and social, a complete dis- 
mantling of the industrial basis of modern 

society. 

Laval's new program carried out at the 
behest of Hitler —is a program by which 
millions of Frefchmen are condemned to 
galley slavery away from their homes, their 


families, their accustomed environments, It 
is serfdom of old, accompanied by the brutal 
and sadistic exploitation of the mind and 
spirit which is the special contribution of 
Nazi imperialism. 

Affecting every member of the French 
community—whether industrialist, worker, 
peasant, artisan and professional man— 
Laval’s decree enables the world to see once 
again the hideous face of fasciém. 

Under the “New Order” we see how the 
French industrialist and manufacturer lost 
his factory, the farmer his land, the worker 
his job and the professional man his clientele. 
All become slaves at the command of the 
Nazis and their Quislingites. The cultural 
values known as civilization crumble into 
dust. 

All this should be a lesson to the people 
of other countries; it points up once again 
the need for national unity in the war 
against the Axis.

The appeasers and the reaction-as-usual 
Jegislators in Congress have begun a new, 
-intensified drive to kill two vital government 
agencies, the Civilian Conservation Corps 
and the National Youth Administration. 

The House Appropriations ommittee’s de- 
cision to abolish the CCC broadened yester- 
day into a movement to deny further operat- 
ing funds to the NYA. 

Enemies of the CCC and the NYA have 
been rending the air with noisy claims that 
these two agencies were not needed and have 
“been busy reviving the traditional anti-New 
Deal talk about “boondoggling,” ete. 

What these gentlemen in Congress de- 
sire to conceal is the fact that both the CCC 
and the NYA are an organic part of the ma- 
‘chinery for winning the war against the 
Axis. 

President Roosevelt, Commander-in-Chief 
sof the armed forces of this country, has ex- 
pressed himself unequivocally on this sub- 
ject and his testimony ought to be sufficient 
to give the lie to the propaganda of those 
who seek the destruction of the CCC and 
the NYA. 

Shortly after the Senate Education and 
Labor Committee opened hearings on the 
McKellar bill in March, President Roosevelt

stated firmly that he felt both the CCC and 
the NYA had “a definite place in the all-out 
war effort,” and that he was opposed to the 
McKellar bill. 

Many important government officials, 
closely linked with the nation’s war efforts, 
took the same position. 

The CCC is the most effective defender of 
the American forests against fires and for 
flood control. The NYA is a first-class train- 
ing ground for tens of thousands of youth 
who become equipped with industrial back- 
ground which enables them to turn out the 
weapons to defeat the Axis more quickly 
and effectively. . 

There can be no objection to sound changes 
directed toward centralizing these agencies. 
But this is not the center of the present 
fight. The campaign to abolish the CCC and 
the NYA is instigated by tories in Congress 
and inflamed by the appeaser press. These 
forces seek to conceal the effective contribu- 
tions of these two vital agencies to the war 
effort. 

The CCC and the NYA are a vital part of 
the war machinery of this country. In cam- 
paigning for their abolition the enemies of 
these youth agencies are hampering the war 
drive against the Axis.

The many news- 
papers which applauded the Presi- 
dent’s act are of course not part 
of the American press. For Rogoff, 
only those newspapers which red- 
bait constitute “the American 
press.” 

Why does Rogoff lean so heavily 
on the opposition press? One would 
expect, a Socialist to be found 
among the millions of workers and 
common. people who applauded the 
President's action as a real contri- 
bution to national unity. Socialists 
should base themselves on labor 
and progressive circles, on the trade 
unions. Socialists should be found 
in the ranks of the people and of 
the working class. Socialists should 
be in the front ranks of those 
building unity against Hitlerism, 
against the defeatists, against the 
traitors and the red-baiters, in this 
hour of danger to the nation as a 
whole and to the working class, But 
Rogoff based himself on the opposi- 
tion press and if this press ignored

CHICAGO, Ill, June 5.—The fight to end Jim Crow in the 
major leagues took on still greater speed in this city today when 
one of the leading Catholic Bishops of the city joined the cam- 
paign to lift the bar on Negro baseball players in baseball. 

This is one of the most important developments of the cam- 
paign to date, and the involvement of the Catholic Bishop is ex- 
pected to lead many other Churchmen to active participation in 
the struggle. 

The Bishop who joined in the battle is Bernard J. Gheil, the 
great civic minded Catholic prelate of Chicago. 

Speaking to a committee of leading Negro citizens and sport- 
lovers the Catholic leader put the problem squarely within the 
worldwide battle to save democracy and our country. 

“Of course I am with you,” said the Bishop. “This situ- 
ation is not only a disgrace to democracy but it is harmful 

to National Morale. I have played ball with some great Negro 

players who should have reached the Big Leagues. I shall 

see that our committee meets with Judge Landis. Now Is the 
time to show the real American spirit and to demonstrate 

in action the democracy for which we are fighting.” 

The committee which waited upon the Catholic Bishop was 
headed by William Harrison, manager of the Grand Hotel, who is 
chairman of a larger group organized to fight the ban against Negro 
Americans in the Big League. Judge Patrick B. Prescott, Jr., was the 
spokesman of the committee, the other members of which were 
William L. Patterson of the National Negro Congress, Alderman 
Benjamin Grant and Attorney C. Francis Stradford, President of 
the Chicago Council of the National Negro Congress.
